MORE  NEWS  OF  FOUNDERS  ...  DR.  J.  GARROTT  ALLEN  was  one  of  twelve  alumni  honored  at 
the  Washington  University  Founders'  Day  ceremonies  in  St.  Louis  on  Feb.  21st.  The 
following  citation  was  read:  "In  recognition  of  his  many  significant  contributions 
to  the  science  of  medicine  through  his  work  with  the  Manhattan  Project  during  World 
War  II,  his  subsequent  research  activities  centered  on  blood  coagulation  and  blood 
clotting,  and  his  valuable  discovery  of  a method  to  inactivate  the  virus  serum 
hepatitis  from  transfusions  of  human  plasma,  this  citation  is  awarded  to  J.  Garrott 
Allen."  We  congratulate  Garrott  upon  this  fine  honor.  He  is  now  head  of  the  Dep't 
of  Surgery  at  Leland  Stanford  Hospital,  Palo  Alto,  Calif ... .DELICIA  McAFEE  CRAFT  is 
hoping  to  make  it  back  to  OG  at  Miniwanca  this  summer,  when  the  Witiya  Class  will 
have  a re-union.
